So that every man may take his choice at vacant hours to look into What place his 
fancy and diſpoſation leads him to. [n the ſecond part there are ſome Speculations and ani- 
madverſtons intermixt upon divers ſelect Articles of Peace and common Amity, that 
recriminate the aftinos of ſome perſons , and demonſtrate the forgetfullneſs of others. 

When Charles King of Sweden had regained his lands and Cities taken from 
his Predeceſſors by the conqueſts of Chriſtianus King of Denmark and Norway , 
lt was mutually agreed in a publique T reaty that all the Prints and ſculptures of 
triumphs and trophies , which the Danes had m their houſes of the former Victories 
agamit the Sweeds [hould be brought forth and burnt before the Ratification of 


the peace i the open Market-place , under great penalties for any concealments , 


. that the very thoughts of the Daniſh Victories and T riumphs might be razed out 


of the peoples remembrance. But the Hollanders have been ſo unkind towards the 
Engliſh (which fo often aſ$iſted them ) that 1 cannot omit in this Preface to let 
you know how they have publiſhed. ſeverall books m Latin, French , and Dutch, 
(Jet publickly ſold) with impreſSions of copper Plates and ſculptures , many whereof 
are ſent into all parts of the World, preſuming thereby to intail both reproach and in 
famy upon the Engliſh Nation for ever. Hornius the Hiſtorian Profeſſor of Ley- 
den, in his Book intituled Orbis Politicus written in the year 1668. ſpeaking of 
the forces of England, /aith : De nayali Anglorum Potentia nullam efle du-

Another Dutch Author in his "Treatiſe de cauſis Belli Angliz, primi & ſe- 
cundi, hath filled his Book with many ſcandals and ivectives againſt the King and 

(inodom. 

A third who hath written an Apendix to Cluyerii Hiſtoria Mundi is not want- 
mo in his Calumnies upon particular perſons and the Nation in Generall. 

A fourth that writes in French, Le diſcription Exacte des guerres d' Anglierre 
often Charafterizeth the Englil h for thievs and Cowards, aud mentions a brave an- 
ſwer that the States Embaſſadors gave unto the King and the Lord Chancelour 
Hyde during the treaty A'. 1662. Queen effet M. les Eſtats ayoient fait pa- 
roiſtre devant le Monde PF eſtime quiils faifoient de Tamitic du Roy, & ; nas 

| &i ( hors d eſpoir ) quelque inconvenients ſe donneroient = la defaite de ces 
rrait&cs i] ne manqueroit rien a M*. les Eſtats pour leur defences. 

Which the Hollanders do often boaſt of, and ſay it did ſo terrifie his Majeſtie, 
that he preſently concluded the T reaty of Alliance , and ratified the ſame on the f1xth 
of lanuary 1663. old ſtile. 

T he prints of attacking Chattam , and the ſculptures of the 4 glorious Pittories 
m the laſt warr, are lately ingraven at Araſterdam , in the year 1675. and hung 
up in many Barbers ſhops and T ap-houſes; which renders England to be as 
tible and poor in ſome mens eyes, as the Hollanders are mſolent and falſe m others. 
Who are not ignorant , that by ſeverall Geneyall Conncells at Conſtance, Piza &c 
England was accounted the 4** part of Chriſtendom ? the other 3 (viz) Germany 
France, and Italy, allways had due reſpetts for that little world incompaſſed with the 

. main Ocean, m regard Godand nature had from the beginning deſzoued Great Brit- 
taign for the ſoveraignity of the ſea. T he ſeven united Provinces were not then 
in Conſideration ( hob Land in the Extent , exceeds not Yorkſhire, and 
Kent) that now boaſt ſo much over us , Since they have Magnified _— by 
leſſening others , and violating the Laws of Common humanity and gratitude. 

Yet theſe are the good people, that at all times , when they are pincht , and brought 
under arty, neceſsity , or mterrupted in their trade , call upon the $ ubjects of Eng- 
land for help, and cry out to the Parliament to ſtand up for their Religion and hi- 
berty , againſt the Enemies of the Dutch proteſtant reformed Church and State : Al- 
though at the ſame time the Hollanders are in ſtri&t leagues and confederacies with 
the popiſ h Princes of Auſtria and Spain, and in Combination with the Jews and 
Pagans to undermine the King of great Britain and his Subjects in their trade and 
plantations in all quarters of the Earth: 

The old war with Spain for Religion is forgotten, intereſt now Governs the world; and ſince 
trade is become the religion of Holland , and money their God , no reaſon or Conſcience 
can take place againſt them in civil attions , where their intereſt is concerned; and in mat- 
zers of Srate the French league with England againſt thoſe Tfraclites was cryed down for 
4 papiſticall deſign.

Aſſignee of Sr. Edward Littleton Baronet , Pro- 
curator E5 Aſhuence of the Commuſponers appointed 
to Execute 4 Commiſſion under the great Seal of 
England concerning Mr. Courtens Ejftate, on the 
behalf of himſelf, and ſeveral others Proprietors 
and Creditors, your Majeſties good Subjedts. 


Sheweth. 


Hat the Eaſt-India Company of the Netherlands did in the 
year 1643. take the two Ships Bona Eſperanza and Henry 
| Bona Adventura of London with all their Goods and Mer- 
chandizes , upon trading Voyages in the Eaſt-lndies; and 
alſo all the Books, Contracts, Writings, Bills of Lading 
and other Papers concerning the ſame, contrary to Juſtice 
and Common right , which proved to the Dammages 
of your Petitioner and other Proprietors one hundred & fifty thouſand pounds 
Sterling and upwards , as by the ſeverall Depoſitions , Examinations and Re- 
ports of the Judge of the High Court of Admiralty, and your Majeſties Ad- 
vocates General appears. 

That in proſecution of Juſtice and reparation , your Majeſty was molt 


graciouſly pleaſed particularly to own the ſaid Cauſe, in a more Efpeciall 
/ Manner in the Treaty A®. 1662. than all other Dammages of that nature , to 
. your Subjects, in regard of the many ſervices and Sufferings of S*. William 


-Courten , S*, Paul Pyndar and other Intereſſed, that had lent ſeverall great ſums 
of Money to his late Majeſty your. Father (of eyer bleſſed Memory) atuſuall 
intereſt, towards the ordinary Charge of the Gown , before the year 1640, 


which remains yet unſatisfied; although moſt part of thoſe Moneys ( belon- 
ging to Orphans and Widows) was taken np uponthe Credit ofthe ſaid Cour 
ten and Pyndar. | 
That upon the humble addreſſes of your Petitioner and Severall of the 
other Proprietors and Creditors in the year 1672. claiming under your Peti- 
tioners adminiſtration , Your Majeſty moſt graciouſly appeared again con- 
cerning the Dammages of the ſaid Ships, holding your ſelf obliged in Juſtice 
and Honour. to get ſatisfaction from the principall Offenders for the ſame : 
As appears by the orders of the Council T able , and Reports of the Com- 
mitee of Lords , intimating the Merits of the faid Cauſe to your Maje/ty ac- 
cordingly. | 
That notwithſtanding all the'orders , proceedings and eſpeciall grants, undere 
the great Seal of England concerning the faid Ships, Goods, and Fraights, 
the Hollanders do till pretend, they are not obliged to give any fatisfaftion 


for the ame, being made a debt incumbent upon the Gown by the laſt Treaty 


at London, whereby eight hundred thouſand Pattacons are to be paid unto your 


Majeſty by the States Generall, at four equall payments; for which the Crown of 


Spain ſtands obliged that they { hall be paid accordingly. 


Tour Petitioner therefore moſt humbly prayeth , that your Majeſty would be moſt graciouſly 
leaſed to aſſign ſome part and proportion of the ſaid Money , (payable to'your Majeſty 
b,the States) unto your Petitioner, towards ſatisfaction of the ſaid Dammages and Loſſes 
concerning the ſaid Ships as aforeſaid , or to grant him ſome aſdignment other ways to- 
wards tbe ſame. And upon the States or Spanjards non-per formance , to permit your 
Petitioner with the other Proprietors and Creditors to reprize their full ſatisfaition by 
the natural force of your Majeſties Letters Patents , granted for that purpoſe.

a great ſtock of moneys and goodg ro be abzoad in the hands of wozkmen and otherg , | 
purpoſe $7. Peter Courten ſetled himſelf at Middleburgh in Zealand to cozrefpond with all the Factozg , 
Weavers, &c. Where he alſo kept the generall Books of the ſaid Company foz the whole trade out of 
England ; anÞ John Moncy likewiſe kept the Bookg of the ſaid Companp of all the trade and 
tions in England , wherein the goodg of the ſeveral warehouſes in London , were bzought into one journall 
and great book, _ 
Sr: Peter Courten in the near 1630, died at Middleburgh , leabing his Nephew Peter Boudaen hig ſole Eres Anno 1630. 
cuto2 who took poſſeſſion of all the books and Eſtate abzoad, and charged himſelf with the accounts of 
the ſaid Companp, wherein $. Peter Courten ſtood indebted unto the generall Stock at che time of his 
death the ſumm of 1 2 2000. pounds Sterling and upwards, the moſt part whereof being foz moneys taken 
up at ttitereſt in England ag aforeſaid, upon the Companies account and remitced to him accozdinglp, 


John Moncy , with Margaret hig Wife (Mother of the ſaid Peter Boudaen) arrived at Middleburgh at 1631. 
Boudaens houſe , whither thep went purpoſely in the pear 16; 1. with the Ballance of the bookg kept in 
England , to liquidate and ſettle the accounts of the Companp with the ſaid Peter Boudaen (the onelp ſon of 
the ſaid Margaret by Matthias Boudaen her firſt hugband) where the ſaid John Moncy , after he had advan- 
ced berp farr in that wozk, fell ſick of a Lethargie, having made hig laſt IDill and Teſtament (as ig 
prevented) on the 17.of October 1631, died the day following, in which will and Ceſtament Sr. Wil- 
iam Courten aud the ſaid Peter Boudaen were nominated Erecutozs , wherein wag alſo mentioned to be 
given the ſumm of 4000, pounds Sterling to the Childzen of the ſaid Peter Boudaen , likewiſe 4000, pounds 
toS. William Courtens Childzen , and 4000, pounds to Heſter and Suſanna de Wyer (the Childzen of Jokn 
Moncys onely Siſter) hig Yeprs at Law , the Keſidue ofhigEftate to Margaret hig Widow , after 
\mall Legacies ro the Church and Pooz. #c. 


Peter Boudaen ſent the ſaid Will into England , where Sr. William Courten on the 26, of Julp 1632, 163% 

erhibired the ſame , in the Pzerogative-Court , and made p2zobate thereof in Common Fozm , the 
Court reſerving the like power fo the ſaid Peter Boudaen, Nebertheleſs S*. William Courten left the Ads 
miniſtration to Margaret the Widow of John Moncy , who ſold all the Goods of the Companp in her 
own name, that were in her cuſtody , and received the moneps foz the ſame , and the debts ſtanding out 
foz the Companieg goods , ſold by her hugband, and remitted 4000 . pounds thereof unto Perer Boudaen 
her ſon foz the Legacies given to his Childzen by John Moncy ag aforeſaid,before anp debtg of the ſaid Como 
panp were paid , which wag not lawfull foz her to do, oz fox Boudaen to receive, 


Jn the pearg 1633. 1634+ 1635. and 1636, Peter Boudaen ſent ſome partof the Companieg Effects 1633; 
abzoad, unto hig Mother in Flemigh and Yolland Linen, in his own name upon a particular trade , Y: 
and deſired his mother that particular bookg'ghould be kept thereof, which wag done accozdinglp, by 
James Boeve her ſervant , that had lived with John Moncy and her ſelf ever ſince the pear 1628, Che 
goods in that particular trade ſent into England amounting unto the ſumm of 15000, pounds Sterling 
o2 thereabonts , was remitted from time to time by Bills of Exchange umo the ſaid Boudaen, ag bp the 
ballance of the accounts in Mr- Boeves Dindication appearg. 


S* William Covurten having uſed all his endeavours to ſtate the accounts of the Companp with Peter 1644+ 
Boudaen, being berp ſenſible of the Companies debtg, died in much ſozrow and griefinthe pear 1626. 
before the accounts were liquidated, at which time 5-William - wn ſtood indebted to ſeberall perſong

upon the Companies account the ſumm of 56060. pounds Sterling , and unto others faz the ſumm of

upon his own aid bis Obligations. $S*. William Courten having expended vaſt ſummg of mouey 
ſome pearg before his deathin E tiong tothe Barbados, which he firſt diſcovered, foztified, and planc- 
ed at hig own Coſts and g, and then wag taken from him, and his Planters, bp fozce and 
violence, hig erg and In murthered and ſpoiled , under colour and pzetence of a right and pzo- 
pertpin the late Ear! of Carliſle and his adherents , contrarp to all juſtice and comman right. As alſo in 
another goodenterpziſe with Capt. John Weddall , Capt. Nathanael Montney , £ndimion Porter, Thomas 
Kynaſton, and other Participants to India , China and Japan, wherein ſeverall Ships , Factories and 
ſtore-houſes were ſpopled bp the Eaſt-Jndia Companp of the Netherlands to the further dammageg 
of Courten, and hig Creditozg , andthe reſt of the Pzopzietozg, 


Sr. William Courten having lefe his onely Son and Yep; William Courten hig ſole Executoz , he took 
upon him the Execution of his Fathers will , notwithſtanding the great debts r upon the s 
account , beſides hig Farhers own particular ingagements. Chen Peter Boudaen ſent lacob Pergens ints 
England to aſſiſt and adviſe Mc. Courren in hig affatrg , oz to intreague him into ſome actions and accounts 
to fig own pyrjudice, Whereupon he lent him the ſumm of 2 1 11. pounds 18. fg. out ofthe moneps 
reſting in England upon Boudaens particular trade , foz which Mr. Courten did on the 3. of Yuguſt : 636. 
give a bond in the penalty of 3000, pounds foz payment of the ſaid monep unto Iacob Pergens , which bond 
was taken in rruft foz the nſe of Boudaen and hig Pepzs , ag by a Declaration under the hand and ſeal of 
Lacob Pergens hereafter appears. 


JN the pear 1637. Mr. Courten ſent a ballance of the books kept in London unto Middleburgh , 
whercin it appeared that S*- Peter Courten, and conſequentlp that the ſaid Perer Boudaen Hig Exccutoz 
ſtood indebted to the generall ſtock the ſumm of 12 2 139. pounds Sterling, moſt part whereof being foz 
moneys taken up at intereſt ag aforeſaid bp S*. William Courten and lohn Moncy , and remitted by Billg 
of Exchange to the ſaid 5. Peter Courten, who had contrarp to hig truſt bought ſeverall Eaſt- and Weſt- 
Jndia Act cons with part of the ſaid monep , and expended more of it , in building great Youſeg at Middle- 


| burgh, which are enjoped bp the Song and Yepzs of = ſaid Perer Boudaen. Notwithſtanding the debtg 


of the Company are pet ſtanding out, and the accounts of the Company ſtill ſtanding open. 


Jn the ſaid pear 1637, Iohn White that wag a Caſhier to S*- William Courten addzeſſed himſelf in 
wap of JNarriage to Heſter de Wyer (the Niece of lohn Moncy) unto whom a Legacp of 2000. pounds 
wag giben ag aforeſaid, ag alſo the like Legacp unto Suſanna her Siſter , Eſtate wag gotten into the 
hands of the ſaid Perer Boudacn. Whereupon lohn Whice demanding of ſome Friends, how he ghould 
come bp thejpoztion , incaſe he ghould marrp with the ſaid Heſter ; David Goubard , who wag Witneſs to 
Mr. Moncys Will, and had been a Bookkeeper to $*- Peter Courten, adviſed Mr. Whice to make a ghew of 
queſtioning the ſaid Will, and the inventorp of Moncys Eſtate , which he did accozdinglp : then Mr. Bou- 


' dacnufed all mcang poſſible tobzeak off the Match , which' he couldnot do: ſoan Erpedient wag found 


163$. 


out to pap that Legacp with intereſt : then the diſpute reſted (protempore) without further pzoſecution. 


Iames Boeve JParried with Suſanna de Wyer , the other Siſter, not doubting but to receive the like Le 
gacp, and poztion of 2000. pounds with intereſt , which wag given bp the ſaid lohn Moncy , oz ſoappoint- 
ed iu theſaid will: but Peter Boudaen refuſed to pay the ſame, pzetending that he had none of Moncys 
Eſtate in hig hands, noz had intermedled with the ſame as Executoz oz Admmiſtratoz , and ſo nor 
liable by the Laws of England to the ſaid Legacp, where the Will wag erhibited , and Mr- Courten 
difclaiming the ſame , affirmed that Boudaen wag a great debitoz to the generall ſtock and to the Creditozs 
ofthe Companp, and therefore liable to the debts and Legacieg of 5* Pcter Courten and lohn Moncy. 


In the 1Yonth of luly in the ſaid pear 1638, Mr*: Moncy having ſold all the Companies goods , re- 
reived moneys fo the ſame , and diſpoſed rhereof to Sr- William Courten and Otherg, ghe went to Middle- 
burgh toendher daps with her Þon Peter Boudaen, where ghe died in the pear 1640,

Che Ship Bona Eſperanza and her lading wag fopcibly taken by the Officers and Marinerg bes 
longing to the Eaſt-Jndia Compaup of the Netherlands , in her paſſage between Goa and Maccao , and 
carried into Batavia, and there without any Pzoceſs at Law, converted to the ſaid Companies uſe to 
the Dammage of Sr. Paul Pyndar , S*- Edward Littleton and the Creditozg , the ſumm of 75000, pounds 
Sterling and upwards. And in the ſame pear the Ship Henry Bona Adventura with her lading coming 
og ground neer the Yj'and Mauritius , wag taken into poſſeſſion of the ſaid Companp , and alſo converted 
to thcir uſe, to the Oammage of the ſeverall Perſong intereſſed and concerned therein , the ſumm of 
12000 pounds oz thereaboutg. 


Fn the ſame pear 1643, William Courten abſented himſelf from hig Creditozg, and became inſolbent , 
and wag afterwards declared to be Banckrupt in the AQonth of Septemb. 1643. within the intent and 
true meaning of the ſeverall Statutes in that caſe made and pzovided , ag appears under the hands of lames 
Winſtanley , George Cotton and Thomas Bayles Eſquires, Anthony Boys , Richard Norton and Gervas 
Billiald , Comiſſionerg appointed under the great ſeal of England; to Execute the Comiſſion awarded 
againſt the ſaid Will;:am Courten grounded upon the ſaid Statutes made concerning Banckrupts. 


Iames Boeve finding no appearance of monep in England, applyedhimſelf to Peter Boudaen in Zealand fox 
the ſaid Legacy who had M*. Moncys Eſtate in his hands , and Laid hig action ſeverallp againſt him before 
the1/Nagiſtrateg of Middleburgh, who admitted Boudaen to bzing all the Exceptiong that could be (in pleads 
ing the Laws and Cuſtoms of England, where M*. Moncys WDill wag erhibited bp Sr. William Cour- 
ren) to avopd Mr. Boeves pretence , ho wag kept in Pzoceſs manp Yearg together to hig great Gzievance 
and Expence, before any ſentence could be obtained , however Boudaen appealed from the ſam? to the ſu- 
pzeam Court of Judicature at the Hague , wherethe cauſe is ſtill depending upon further verationg and 
dilatorp pzactifes , and pzoceedingg of Boudacn and his Donng , to the ruine of Mr. Boeve and hig Fas 
milp, by neglect and loſp of his Comiſſions and other emplopment , to follow the ſaid Pzoceſs , ag appear- 
eth at large in Boeves pzinted vindication. 


William Courten the Pepz and Executoz , being ſo involved in debts of ſeberall natures, conſults 
p:ivatelyp with Mr. Iohn Rushout and other particular friends , how to pzeſerve from 
the reach of his Credito?s (if poſſible) foz maintenance of himſelf and his familp. And in ozder there- 
unto, firſt made a Letter of Acturnep with an aſſignment to lacob Pergens of Amſterdam dated the 3 1, of 
October 1643. wherein is recited, that whereag Sc. Iacob Catrs of Dort, late Penſionarig of Holland , 
ſtands indebted unto Sr. William Courten in a bond of 3000.pounds Sterling dated the 29.of Julp 163 1.foz 
payment of 2080, pounds on the 12 of Febzuarp following ; And that the ſaid William Courten being ins 
debted to the ſayd Iacob Pergens foz a great ſumm of 3Noneps he makeg over the ſaid Obligation and

William Courten made another Letter of Atturnep oz Pzocuration unto the ſaid Tacob Pergens , onthe

ges ſuſtained in the two Ships Bona Eſperanza and Henry Bona Ad vencura, and therein gives a

In chant; by which Letter it appears,that the ſaid Heſter,by her petition to 
KI your Honour, ſets forth that Peter Boudaen Merchant &- Inhabitant

And the Crown 
ef England never had worſe Enemies, then Some of thoſe that left the Kingdom, to be Buy- 
gersin a popular State, & Contratted Aliances by Mariages into tch Families , &c.

And as for 
Pyndars grant , it is abſolutely good , but the perſon of Pyndar is ſubedt after ſatis fattion made to him of 
d1s debt , togive an Account, and make ſatisfattion to Courten and Littleton. But that power of drawing 
Pyndar to account no way leſſens Pyndars right and property; be is perfeltly proprictarius by the Common 
Law of England. 

And this being a Contratt made in England by ſubjefs of the Crown of England , and touching their 
own Intereſt , we ſee not how it can be otherwiſe interpreted. 

When Courten grants his Intereſt to Littleton , it hath no Condition, but that if Courten pay the debts 
within the time Imited, when that time is expired and no payment made, the legall Intereſt is abſolutely 
out of Courten, and becomes Pyndars, not as Aſſignee of Courten , but as Aſſignee of Littleton. Net 'ris 
true that Pyndar after ſatisfattion to him of bis debts , was to make ſatisfattion of the ſurpluſage, but not at 
all till ſuch ſatufattion. 

Then Courtens Aſſignee can have no more or greater Intereſt then bimfelf had , nor could transferr any 
property to Pergens , becauſe be himſelf had no property in the thing , but onely a poſſibility and @ power to call 
Pyndar to account for the ſurpluſage after ſatisfaction of Pyndars debt , and not before. 

A Merchant of London may fel bis goods m bus Fattors hands at Amſterdam, the poſſeſſion, by the Law 
of England » Soeth with the property. And where the right and property is, there by the Law of England

of the firſt of Oftober aforeſaid. 
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And conſequently that the ſaid Pyndar or now his Adminiſtrator is bound to acquieſce in the ſaid

© For theſe reaſons, that although the ſaid contrat of 19. Decemb.1 642.was to the ſaid Pyndar under 
thetitle of a Bargain andSale, yet it appears not that there was any delivery of poſſeſſion givenby the 
ſaid Courren or Littleton , to transferr the property of the ſaid Ships and Merchandizes to Pyndar.

And it was expreſly agreed and declared even between the ſaid parties, (notwithſtanding that 
they had granted , bargained and ſold the ſaid Ships to the ſaid Pyndat ) that he the faid Pyndar 
should notany ways bear or ſuſferany loſs or Dammage which should happen by reaſon of Shipwrack 
or otherwiſe.

There was alaudable Cuſtome among? the Greeks of old, that when any offendors, 
again? the Divine or Humane Laws, fled for refuge into other Cities, ont of the Furts« 
diftion of Greece, they would apprehend as many of their Citizens upon the fir#1 ops 
runity, and put them under ſafe Cuſtody, untill they should deliver up the fugitive par. 
ties to Juſtice. Such a good pratiiſe in theſe days would ſpoil the 120 Holland San- 
ftuaries Cullinburgh and Viana , and very muchdiminish the two cheifeft Cites Am- 
ſterdam and Middelburgh. | 

If Advocates & Civilians in the Low-Conuntries may be ſuffered to make Commen. 
taries upon our English Laws; or togivetheir [nterpretations,& Conſtruttions upon Con. 
trafls, & agreements between the Kings Subjefs, concerning their own intereſt, && 
property. Weſtminſter Hall, the Inns of Court & D's Commons would be of no uſe | 
in any forraign cauſes, English-men would have nothing more to loſt ,-when their | 
birth-rights (the force & vertue of English Laws & Cuſtoms) are taken away by the | 
Hollanders: That takes advantages of their own wrong. 

Every one oug ht to take notice of another mans right, who intermeddles with that | 
wherein he hath no property; the righteous man finding hus own Sheep in another mans 
paſture drives them to the pound untill the Dammages be indifferent ly valued & 
fatisfattion given accordingly : if the Hollanders & Zealanders did the ſame, who 
have lived upon the ſpoils of all Nations, their Eaſt-India Afons would fall from a

Upon their own shewing , the Faſt-India Company of the Netherlands ſer forth in 

their caſe, that William Tooms, William Courten, Cape. Moulton & other proprietors 
in ſeverall petitions Claimed the ſumm of 14.2546. pounds Sterling in purſuance of | 
Cromwels Treaty Anno 1654. wherein the Dammages ariſing upon the ſpoils made out | 
by the ſeverall depoſitions of the Faftors & Mariners being conſidered , (the damnum | 
emergens & the lucrum ceſſans were both put into the Ballance of Fuſtice & Equity) | 
otherwiſe the Hollanders would make great profit by other mens loſs, not onely in gainmg | 
the ſpoils , but ingroſſing the Trade ,& Navigation to themſelvs, as they didto Maccao 
& theRiver Canton by taking away the Originall Contratt & Articles made between 
Courten & the Viceroy of the Emperour of China at Maccao.

Goods and Charrels of Sr. William Courten intervened in the cauſe and Exhibited 
his Requeſt by Bill of Complaint co the ſaid High Court ſetting forth his Right ac- 
cording to the Law and Cuſtome of Eng/and, where the debt was contratted and 
the Bond made, and prayed that his intereſt mighc be preſerved, and that the Heirs 
of Cats might be ordered to pay the money to himin right of his Adminiſtration, 
and that Facob Pergens might be condemned todeliver up the ſaid Bond tothe ſaid 
Carew uncancelled , as an effe&t of $. /ilh;am Courtens Eſtate unadminiſtred : 
whereunto Zacob Pergens made his Exception in writing , that he was a Burger of 
Amſterdam, and ſo notlyable to be ſued inany other Court at the firſt inſtance but 
before his competent Judges at Amſterdam. 

Unto which Mr. Carew replyed that Mr. Pergens wasa free Denizon of England, 
that he had his dwelling-houle in the Hague, when he was ſummoned before the Su- 
pream'Court of Judicature which is the High Court of Chancery in Hol/and, Zea- 
land and Wiſtfrieſland. T hat all Scrangers by inſtruftions of that Court ( in ſuch 
caſcsof Interventions) wereto be admitted at their firſt inſtance, that the Sentence 
in favour of M”. Pg-gens before the Provinciall Court was erroneous: and that the _ 
High Court of Chancery was oblig'd to give Sentence according to the Rules of 
Juſtice and equity prattiſed in England in matrers of the like nature. And that it 
was the cuſtome of all Nations to give judgement upon Obligations and Contratts 
according to he Law of the Land where they were originally made. Yet not- 
withſtanding thoſe aſſertions and all other Arguments and Reaſons that were given 
upon pleadings; Zohn de Witt, being a Kinsman of MF. Pergens his Wife, the Lords 
pronounced the Sentence following upon the 12. of Hay, 1663. tothe great ama- 
zement of the Advocates on both ſides, in regard the Caſe hereafter was agreed by 
the Courr and ſent into England for the adviſe and Opinions of the Common 
Lawyers, & Civil Lawyers there which was ſubſcribed by them in the preſence of 
S. 7.Hright and Joh. Danicl, Notaries Publique. And them ſent Expreſly to the

ſpeftive Conſiderations Mgdvantage , Tet certamly many miſtakes have been committed 
in ſeverall ages and revoMMions of State in publique Contratts pon the Englich account, 


wherein the Honour and intere#7 of the King and Kingdom were mutually concerned, 
which might be regained , moſt gloriously upon good opertunities. If all English-men 
had publick ſpirits , and none would, be ſo treacherous under atruſt, topreferr their own 
particular profit,before any nationall concernments.

»Arbitrators of the unhappy differences between theCourt of England and ws,but shoull 
,» alſo account tt for the ſpeedieſt way to a mo#? happy acrcommadation, if they would take 
»» the pains to make a right diſtinftion between the true mtereſt of the Nation (whon 
» they repreſent ) and the crafty pretences of evill minded men. Now to meet them again 
izntheirown way cannot be denied us, without prejudice and partiallity.

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The ſaid Philip , Arch-Duke of Auſtria an 


Duke of Burgundy , was the onely Son and Heir of Maria de Vallois Dutcheſs 
of Bourgundy , and Maxmilian Arch-Duke of Auſtria her Husband , who 
was Son and Heir of Frederick Emperour of Germany. 


He ſame Philip , afterwards in right of 7aze his Wife, the Daugh- 
(3 tcr of Ferdinande, and Iſabella King and Queen of Arragon, and 
Caſtil was crowned King of Spain in the year 1501, who left 
two Sons, by the ſaid [axe , named Charles and Ferdinands , the 
Eldeſt was crowned King of Spain in the year 1519 by the Name 
of Charles the Firſt of that Crown, and in the year 1520 was 
crowned Emperour of Germany by the Name of Charles the fifth: 
His Son Philipthe Second ſucceeded him in Spain, and the 17, 
Provinces &c, and his Brother Ferdinandoin the Empire : Then 


| Philip the Third ſucceeded in Spain ; and afterhim Philip che Fourth : and now Charles 


the Second , preſent King of Spain , (that was begotten of CAnna Maris Daughter of 
Ferdinando the Third Emperour of Germany, ) who is now married to Maria Tereſia the 
Daughter of Leopoldus the preſent Emperour of Germany , which he had by his Firſt Wife 
Margaret the younger Daughter ofthe ſaid Philip the Fourth. 

Lewis the Fourteenth of France having married the Infants Maria , the Eldeſt 
Daughter of the faid King Philip by 1/abella the Daughter of Henry the fourth of France. 

E the ſaid Lewis the French King now claims the Spanish Nerher-lands , or ſome 
Part thereof, in right of Maria his Wife, as Heir, at Law or for want of her marriage por- 


tonpromiſed at the Pyrenian Treaty upon renouncing her Right in Bourgundy tothe Spa- 
nish Monarchy, Which at preſent (by an overruling Providence) 1s brought very low. 


Provinces were included) wag ratified and confirmed bp 
Charles the Fifth , and H the Eight , who themſelvg and their fucceſſours ſoz Ever to the perfozmance 
thereof ; Andeven diverſe of the nobility in the Low Countries, and the Cities of Amſterdam , Midlebourgh, 
Dort, Bridges, Antwerp ,” Gant , Zirrickſca , Leyden &c, and their ſucceſſozs ftand obliged as Guarantees; Þ 
ao ofthe Nobility and Citieg in £ng)and. Although the Government be , in the Low Countrics 
he Provinces and Cities remain ; and there is the ſame Juſtice and Equity that all the ſubjects and inhabitants of Eng- 
cl houldinjop thoſerights Pxviedges and Eremprions in the 17. Provinces pzobided by that Creatp., as the 
ſubjects and J fants of the 1 7, Provinces doe reſpectivelp injop in England without any exception reſtriction oz 
Whereſoever the Souveraignity of the ſeven United Provinces remains. All judgments Audiciall acts and 
decrees of the ſupzeam Court of Judicature at the Hague do pafs in the nameof the Yigh Soveraigniry of the 
Earldoms of Holland , Zcland and Weſt-Friefland ; and in Gelderland &c. the like ; which were the titles of the 
Duke of Bourgundy. Jn all their aſſemblies of the States General! , every Province takes place accozding to their 
prcedency bearing: the ſame Coats of Armeg of the Dukedoms , Marquiſits, andEarldoms, fo thep cannot in Ju- 
ſte diſclapm the antient covenants and contracts with England , ſince then keep up the titles and other badges of 20s 
nur and Soveraignity of the Provinces which were in the perſong of Princes before they gave afſignation to the Srates 
Gneral whoſe compacts with England in the Bourgundian Treaty ag to thoſe Provinces are incumbant upon the ſapd 
ates, if thep ghall denp , there are further convincing arguments to reach them at the end of this ſecoud 
part; that fo ſome reaſons are not put in pzactiſe in this juncture of troubles in Chziſtendom. 


The ſaid Treaty concluded between Henry the VII. King of England and the ſayd Philip 
Arch-Duke of Auſtria and Duke of Bourgundy contained ſix and thirty articles, the ix 
before mentioned related chiefly to the regulation of trade, N avigation and Commerce, the reſt 
concerned the peculiar intereſts of Princes (viz.) that no aſiſtance should be giyen to Enemies 
f ether ſide, no Rebells to be countenance4 , but removed and bannished, no Pirates har- 

ured , CFC . ; 


Þ Hilip the ſecond confirmed the ſame Alliance , with Edward the Sixth and Queen Mary (with whom he contracted 
amarriage) and alſo pzomiſed Queen Eliſabeth to ſend her aid and aſſiſtance towards regaining of Callis from 
the French pet he kept not his wozd , but on the contrary fomented gzeat troubles in 1rcland , while the French 
continually incouraged the Scotrs to invade the Frontiers of England purpoſely to make diverſion from expeditions 
fox France : then aCivill warr bzoakout in the Low Countries in the peare 1 572. where ſeaven of the Provinces having 
thoſen old William of Naſſaw Prince of Orange , to be their Captaine Generall to aſſert their rights and Pziviledges 
againſt the innovations of Spain, After nine years contention in Armes/ the United States renounced the Spaniſh Go- 
bernment, in regard Queen Eliſabeth couldnot pzevail bp all her indeavours and JNediation to reconcile the King of 

Spain and the States. :

Many whereofby the Treaty at Ayx Capele were conficmed to him by the Crown of Spain: thisis anſwered before, that 
they are all m:atvers of Bourgundy, andif they expett any ofthe Priviledges and advantages of the Bourgundias Treaty 
x England, they malt reciprocally anſwer the like ; butthe laſt Treaty Marine with Holland, and the Treaty at M adrid 
with Spin puts all the chief matters out of doubt. 


As it was the intereſt of England, in the time of Philip the Second, to curb 
the pride of Spain (in dividing his Powers) by afliſting the poor diſtreſſed 
Srates of Holland 8c. So it isnow the Intereſt of Great Brittaign to hinder the 


growth ofthe Hllanders that areſwelled ſo high above their Neighbours by 


the ſpoils of Other Nations, their Eaſt-Lndia trade, Fisheries, &c. 


The Hiſtory of thoſe Times is frech in the memory of many _ that are tranſported with wonder and afto- 
nichment , to hear that the Hollanders , did lately fight with che two Royall Fleers of England and France in 
the opert Sea , and ſeverall Armies at Land. When they conſider the days of old and read the records of England 
how —_ the ſirſt conquered the Kingdom of Cyprus, and Henery the Sixth was crowned King of France in 
the Citze of Paris. 


=RHe generall known Maxime 1s that Kings can 

do nowrong , therefore no action of injury lies againſt a Soveraign Prince. 
T hey ſee with other mens eyes and hear with other mens ears , and 
their Mmiſters are onely accountable for all Errors, who ſometimes have taken 
Wrong meaſures otherwiſe they could not commit ſuch groſs &* palpable miſtakes as 
appears in their tranſactions concerning the rights and properties of the ſubjefts 
mentioned in the 15. Article of Peace and Alliance between Charles the Second 
King of Great Britain and the States Generall of the United Netherlands 
taken out of the T reaty concluded at London the 4. of the Septemb. 1662, and in 
the following Articles of the T reaty at Breda,

E underwritten Commiſcioners for his Majeſtic of Great Brittain in the Treaty concluded 

the fourth of September 166 2 at London with the late Embaſſadors of the States Gene. 
rall of the United Provinces of the Netherlands doe hereby Teſtifie affirme and declare , that 
the words (Poterunt Litem inceptam proſequi) in the fifteenth Article of the ſaid Treaty 
relating to the Ships Bona Eſperan zaer Bona Adyentura, was by us meant and intended thit 
Lis begun and now depending at the Hague in a Pollitique way berween Sr. George Down- 
ing Knizht and Barronet his Majeſties Envoy extraordinary , and the Deputies of the ſaid 
States and no other, And that there was no mention ever made of any other Lis begun and 
deperding then that. And as to the conſtruing of the ſaid words to have Reference to any Lis 
pretended to be now Incepta at Amſterdam before the Eſchevens there. wee the ſaid Com- 
miſſtoners do further Teſtifie and declare , that there was not any mention made duringtht 
zime of the Treaty of any ſuch Lis incepta at Amſterdam, but indeed the ſaid Embaſſt- 
dors did particularly and earneſtly preſſe that the buſineſs as to thoſe rwo Ships might have 
been left ro the ordinary Courſe of Tuſtice in Amſterdam , Which was abſolutely refuſed by us 
the ſaid Commiſſioners in the name and by order of. his ſaid Majeſtic , and by his ſaid Majeſtic 
bimfelf (as he declared in Council) in Conference with the ſaid Embaſſadors , and that with 
this Declaration, that this buſineſſe should not be removed out of the way it was depending 
upon the ſeverall memorialls & proceedings at the Hague by his Majeſtics order and direftion 
giveninthat caſeto Sr, George Downing which was mutually agreed accordingly. In teſti

fordered Sr. William Morice to prepare the Letters Credentiall for his Royall 
Signiture, which was done and ſigned accordingly , whereupon the Em- 
baſadowrs delired another conference with the Kings Commiſſioners , pretending their Maſters 
had given them further inſtruftions by the laſt poſt , ro accommodare the difference by an Expe- 
dient : Which was a clauſe ſent by Fohn de Witt in Latin to follow after the Morrtification of all 
other injuries and offences &c. in theſe Words: Hoc excepto quod ſcilicet qui ſe jatluram paſſos dicunt in 
duabus navibus (viz) bona Eſperanza & Bona Adventura, Poterunt Litefn incepram Proſequi. Which 
wasa very ſlight Expedient to be accepred after 1 5. Moneths vigorous proſecution by memorialls in 
the Kings Name for ſuch an injury and offence committed againſt the Laws of Common Amity. 
Whereby the trading voyages of Courten and Company to China and Fapan were ſpoiled ; A foun- 
dation laid by Patent for an Indian Navigation beyond all enterprizesthat ever were undertaken by 
one Exglish men before Sr. Wil. Conrten and Company. 

The Treaty being ſo concluded at London; The Kings Miniſters both in England and Holland 
preſſed on for an accommodation of that affair according to his « Aajeſties intention , but the Eaft- 
India Company of the Netherlands would not cometo any account for ſpoils (pro conſequentia) having 
for ſome reaſons not onely killed and wounded many of his Majeſties SubjeRs in the Boxa Eſperanza 
butdiſapointed the faRories by taking away their goods and embeazling all their books and writings, 

Itis provided in the 15. Article that the Commiſſioners should not meddle with any Dammages or 
offences to come after the Treaty was concluded, and alſo that the progreſs of all thingsbrought be- 
forethe Commiſſioners and Arbitrators should be carried on in theſame manner as it was in the year 
1654. who concluded nothing (but Amboyna) of the great liſt of Dammages , ſo that the Darch in 
tended nothing as they reported at the FHagwe but to outwit the Englich, 

The Kings Miniſters nor any of the perſons intercſſed and injured could get no other anſwer from 
the States or the Eaſt- India Company, but that thoſe qui ſe paſſos dicunt (although the fat was confeſs- 
ed) Poterunt Litem inceptam proſequi onely for the money; due upon Sr. Pal! Pyndars aſſignation 
zif there wanted a Treaty of State to impower any Englichmen to proſecute the Eaſt-India Company 
tLawin the ordinary courſe of Juſtice upon any pretence whatſoever. Then the Creditors and 
Proprietors reſolved unanimously together that the Hollanders should not find them Children bur 
men, and Englichmen, that would not be contemned and derided by any Nation inthe world, and 
would as ſoon loſe their lives as their livelyhoods, Honours or reputations: AV herefore they applyed 
themſelvs again to his Afajeſty, and alſo complained in Parliament Avhoyvoted to aflilt the King in 
requiring ſatisfaRion accordingly ; afterwards the Lord Chaxeefonr defiged a conference with ſome 
ofthe perſons intereſſed to underſtand the merits of the-eafe, Then Frpncis late Earl of Shrewsbury 
appeared perſonally before his Lordship and proteſted that 2500 oF Sterling all the money let 
In the Family was lent to Mr. Cowrten upon the Eaſt-India account ,f Sr. /ohn Ayjton and Charles 
Wataker did the like, Mrs. Bartlett Siſter of Endimion Porter , George Townſend and many others ap- 
pearing for themſelvs , and diverſe Orphants and Widdows, whoſe portions and Eſtates were all 
mbarqued with Courten , Pyndar, and Littleton which aggrevated the offencesand injurie ſo far, that 
twas found abſolutely neceſſary by the King and his Comncellto paſs an Eſpecial Grant forRepriſall to 
remain effeRuall in all times untill ſatisfa&ion and reparation should be made for the debt and Dam- 
mages awarded for the ſaid ſpoils injuries and Loſſes, as by the Letters Patents in the 25. Page at 
Large appears , which is ſuchan indifj penſible a&, that cannot be violated; And ſeverall neutrall 
Miniſters of State in Forraign Courts upon peruſing the ſaid Patent, and waighing all circumſtan- 
cs, gavethis Character of it; That it wasan AG paſſed not onely by King Charles the Great, but

Overaign Princes cannot ſtudy greater improvements for their Subjefts, than to provide good Rules and Contratts, in Publick 

Treaties , for the freedom and ſecurity of their Navigation and Commerte. But when Englishmen thall willingly let go 

thoſe s and advantages (through their own defaults) which are made National rights by ſuch Treaties , they 
#0t onely negletheir own profit, but ſlight gheir King and Countrey that are able to proteft them. 

There are other things to be obſerved in theſe ſelett Articles of the ſeverall Treaties relating to trade and Traffique which at 
left for the preſent unto the moſt ſerious conſiderations of the Reader , untill I come to the third part of my lifes concerning 
the further improvement of Navigation and the Engliſh ManufaCtures : 1 shall onely add this ; That after King James is the year 
1616. "nag the two Engliſh Gariſons at Fluſhing end Rammekins , the Hollanders and Zealanders begun to ſtraighten the 
Wheelings, and ſet a watch upon that famous Navigable River the Scheld, (that God and nature had made free) untill « 

aft the Hollanders built a Fort at Lillo,end ſmce wt kept a man of warr in the River, to obſtruft the freedom of all Englilh 
Ships in their paſſage to apy 2 Which place the States Generall might have taken, «s alſo Gant by their forces dt Land , but 
it ws not their buſmeſs to take thoſe Cities , but their trade , and to leſſen the Engliſh Navigation (by improving their own) 
which i now ſett open again and made free by thoſe Worthy Patriots of their Country that were Commiſſioners for the King 
of Great Britain” in the two laſt Treaties with the Hollanders in the yeare 1674. Although the Bargain was upon hard terms 
e* releaſe a regulation of trade in the Eaſt Iggics for a Treatic-Marine and freedom to the Flemish ports which were in Comm 
1#ſtice and Equity by the Bourgundiag TWMty and Spaniſh rreaties open to the Engliſhbefore, 
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Some further Speculations concerning the ſaid 


Treaties, with ſeverall Animadverſtons thereupon. 


N all the Articles of the Bourgondian Treaty there is no mention made of ſtriking 
the Flagg to the Kings ſhips, in regard it was ſuch an Ancient right andCuſtome adherent 
tothe Crown of England, that it was needleſs to Expreſs ſuch a Prerogative thar by con- 
ſequence was implyed , however the Hollanders made it a Moot poiat with Cromw-<ll ; 
Che States having refuſed to ſtrikeunto the long Parliament their pounger B2others. Ber 
Nevertheleſs it was agreed in Cromwells Treatp , that the Purch Ships of warr and 
JNerchants ghould ſtrike to the Engliſh 3Hen of warr; inferring from thence , that 
thep were to give honor to the Nation, from the old Dictate, quatuor Maria Vindico. And 
the wozds in Cromwels Creatp were , that the States Generall and their Subjects $hould 
$ ſirike in ſuch JYanner as was uſed in any fozmer times whatſoever. 

[nnd Ye VEASR AS th Fu the time of Queen Elifabeth, when anp one of her Majcſtics Small Ships arriv- 
ed at Rotterdam bearing the Standard of England , all the Dutch Ships ſtruck their Flags in the Yarbour aud Lowr- 
ed their Topp-Dails , although there was no Article to that purpoſe in the Creaty and League between the 
Queen and the States; but thoſe ancient rights were obſerved out of reſpect and honour due to the Crown of England for 
keeping the ſeas free fromPyrates and Kovers, when the Bourgundians hadnot a man of warr to reſiſt them from drag: 
ging awap the Ships out of their Sandy and dangerous roads and Yarbours, and foz gheltring them in hard and tem- 
peſtuous Weather in havens upon the English Coaſts. But becauſe the Hollanders were ſo unmannerlp and fozgetfull in 
late days of their duty andgraticude, this following Article was agreed upon in the Ereaty concluded at London 9 of 
February 1673, old Stile.

At is acknowledged and agreed bp all Kingdoms and Nations in Europe , that the King of Great Britain ig the moſt 
abſolute Soveraign in his Dominions , in regard his government is not divided bp any ſupzemacy of the Pope, Yet 
Jdonot find that there is anp pzoviſion made in Treaties with the United States of the Seven Provinces , that the O- 
thodor Divines of England be itted to pzeach and pzap in the Engligh Congregations in Holland accozding to

Colcheſter, Sandwich &c. Wherefore in Juſtice , Equity and Yonour , the ſame Kights, 4 ns and liberties

But it's objected bp the Hollanders, that the Dutchmen in London &c. Do pap their own JNiniſters, andpurchaſe 
their own Churches ; andon the Contrary, the States do pap the Engligh 1Niniſters at Amſterdam with allowance 
of Churches gratis, and repairs, thereforc both 41Niniſters and people are ſubject to their O2ders,and pap foz the States 
their Lawfull Doveraigng before the King ot England, whom they do rather hate then love , manp of them having 
married into Dutch Families, whoſe intereſt they more then the welfare of Great Britaign : and pet can be ſo im- 
pudent to expect p2otection from the Kirtg in times of trouble whom thep will not obep in times of peace.

burg, Merchant, and [acob Peroens of Amfterdam. 


With the queſtions and reſolutions thereupon, 


af lliam Courten Elquire , and Sr. Edward Littleton Baronet by their deed of Aſſignment under 
& (their hands and ſeals dated the 19 of Decemb. 1642. for valuable conſiderations therein mentioned 
did graft and transfer (inter alia) the ſum of 3000 pounds Sterling unto Sr. Paul Pynday his execu- 
tors and adminiſtrators out ofthe Ship named the Bona Eſperanza and the ſum of 2500 pounds out of 
the Henry Bon Adventura that were upon trading Voyages in the Eaſt-Indies. | 

In theye ar 1643. the Eaſt-India Company of the Netherlands took both the ſaid Ships and their 
& Lading into their poſſeſſion and converted them to their own uſe, without any proceſs at Law . 

A Intheycar 1647, Sr. Paul Pyndar by Tongs; Abeels demanded the ſaid 5500 pounds of the Eaſt. 
India Company, unto whom he inſinuated his right of Aſſignation. 

In the year 1648. Tacob Pergens takes a ſubſequent deed of aſſignment of the ſaid Ships and Lading from the ſaid williews 
Courten upon pretetice of a debt of tooo. rem due to him from Sr, William Courten upon an obligation dated in the year 
1634, and coyenanted to account forthe ſurplus to ſuch perſons as had right ro demand the ſame from Courten. 

Inthe year 1649. Iacob Pergens made an agreement with the Eeſt-India Company for 8 5000. gilders, and gaye cautionto 
fave the Company harmleſs againſt "ms ; 

Afterwards , George Carew Adminiſtrator of Sr. Paul Pyndar aſſigned the ſaid 5 500. pounds with intereſt unto Merke 
Fletcher , in conſideration of ſeyera)l Bills of Exchange accepted and other r_—_ to be made upon obligations ; who 
brought his aftion for the ſaid money againſt Taco Pergens before the Magiſtrates of Amſterdam. 

Whereupon Iacob Pergensinthe moneth of Auguſt 1676. waved the juriſdition of the ordinary Tuſtice in 4Amſterdans 
upon pretence of a Treaty made in the year 1667. at Breda, and applied himſelf to the States of Holland to ſtop the pro- 
ceedings at Law ; who ſent their order dated 10. Septemb. 1676. to interdi& the Magiftrates of Amſterdam ; The Provinciall 
Court of Holland , and the Supream Court of judicature at the Hague prohibiting them ref pettively from doing any juſtice 
therein, 

It being alledged in the ſaid order , thatall injuries , offences, dammages and loſſes that the ſubjefts of England had at 
any time ſuffere by the Eaſt-India Company of the Netherlands before that Treaty , were extinguiſhed and diſc rged. 

And moreover that all ations, ſuits and pretentions whatſoever for the ſame that were any ways reſtrained , circum- 
ſcribed , defined or reſervedin any former Ty whatſoever, eſpecially in the 15. Article of the Treaty concluded in the 
year 1662, were alſo renounced by the King,þand therefore it was a violation of the Treaty to proſecute Jacob Pergens'for the 
ſaid money. 

Then Marke Fletcher in the moneth of Decemb, laſt exhibited hisrequeſt to the States of Holland ſettingforth the mig- 
takes and ungrounded pretences inthe ſaid order , and prayed that it might be reyoked and the merits of the cauſc left to the 
Law, asa particular ation, no ways relating to the ſaid Treaties. 

And notwithſtanding the King had formerly written to the States Generall inthe moneth of January 1671. expreſsly de« 
daring that the ſaid 5500. pounds was not comprehended in any Treaty ; An41 that The right Honorable Heneage Lord Finch 
Lord high Chancelor of England. Sr. Richard Raynsford Lord Cheif Iuſtice ri England , and Sr. Francis North Loyd Cheif 
Inſtice of the Couts of Common pleas , had ſignified their opinion to his Majeſty under their hands ( upona reference) onthe 
3. of November 1676. that the ſaid 5 500. pounds and other effefts of Sr. Paul Pyndars , and Sr, william Courtens Eſtates 
unadminiſtred ought to be proſecuted at Law, The Copies of all which were annexed tothe ſaid requeſt to the States 
of Holland , with the opinions alſo of ſeverall moſt Eminent Advocates in the Netherlands to the ſame purpoſe. Yet the 
States ſtill refuſe to give any anſwer to the ſame; and the Magiſtrates alſo of Amſterdamdeny to proceed inthe ſaid cauſe; al. 
though they are dayly ſollicited thereunto. 


The queſtion is 
I. Whether the States of Holland are competent Fudges m matters of Law or not ? 


II. Whether a particular afion agamnſt Jacob Pergens upon his covenant can be applicable to the offences, 
injuries, dammages and loſſes mentioned in the ſaid Treaties or not ? 


III. Whether it be lawfnll for Marcke Fletcher to proſecute his aftion at Law , inthe ordinary Courts of 
juſtice agamſt Jacob Pergens for the ſaid 5500 pounds and intereſt , without any violation of the peace , 
or not ?

When Jacob Pergens in hig ptivate capacity in the pear 1649. treated concerning the ſaid Ships and Goods with 
the Eaſt-India GR fo 8 rPetd gilders, he made it his own particular act with Ge Ca II and ſo became arc 
countable foz the ſaid money (and the truſt repoſed in him) accozding to his covenant and contract with Courten. 
And the pzoceſs of Marke Fletcher cannot be any ways conſtrued, mterpzeted o2 intended, to be compzchended in anyAr- 
ticles of the Treaty at Breda , being acivill action reduced to a certainty, no ways circumſcribed , defined , reſtrained 
v2 reſerved in any Articles of Peace whatſoever.

Ifany ozder of the States (Ex parte) o2 of anp Soveraign Prince under their own conſtruction $hould be of fozce 
ko interdict Judges in the ozdinarp courſe of Auſtice , that areſwom to do right between the Soveraign and the Sul- 
Ject , as well as between pzivate perſons , it would not onelp intrench upon the Civill Audicature of Citics , and Na- 
tons, but upon Eſtates and pzoperties of particular perſons.

Eeſt-Indies , did ſet forth the Ship called Eſperance bound for Bantam, where having bought 
her Lading of Pepper , the Dutch Zaft-India-Company ſent ſome Ships, & fired the ſaid Ship , 
which was burnt with all her Lading ; whereupon thoſe of Diep demanded fatisfaftion by their 
Procurator leques Iacob. A Sentence was pronunced at Amſterdam on the 20 of June 1625. 
| whereby the Zaſt-India-Company were onely condemned to pay for athird part of the Pepper 
laden and burnt with the Ship, each bale of Pepper valued at 4. pieces ofcight, asalſo one

2. Inthe Year 1648. by the generall Treaty concluded at Munſter , It wasagreed, between 
J the moſt Catholique King , andthe Lordsthe States Generall of the United Provinces, thata 

Chambre my party ſhould be erected with home to decide all manner of differences , and 
d:fputes which were between the Subjects ofcither {ide , and theſe were to hold their mectings or courts interchangably. Firtt 
for a certain time in the Spanish Dominions, and then the like time in the States Dominions , which wasexecuted tora while, 
but afterwards came to nothing ; intereſt and paſſion overruling , they decided very tew diſputes. The Hollanders would bave 
«ll things interpreted to their own ſence : Preſuming that the ſtrongeſt party could make the beſt conſtruttion of dubious Matters. 


3. In the Year 1660. the Admiralty Court of .4mſterdam confiſcated a Ship belonging to Labeck , upon pretence of car” 
rving contraband Goods to dv Apr rok. the Maſter made it appear that he was bound for Galitia & not Portugalls 
and the Owners having obtained a review of the cauſe , All the ſeaven 75. makes adjunas, which were all ofthem Eminent 
old Experienced Adyocates and Lawyers, declared joyntly , that the Sentence was Erroneous : yet thoſe of the Admiral- 
ty perſiſted and maintained the Sentence againſt the opinion ofthe Adjuntts.

4. Inthe Year 16«4. the Portegalls took the Recijt in Praxill from the Hollanders , being the onely place that the Weſt-7n- 
dis Company had left oftheir Conqueſt in that Country , which was cauſe of a warr between them and Portugall. Inthe Year 
16 59, the good Ship called the Golden Sun of Nantes , Capt. Nicolas la Breton, being at Lisbon in Portugall , was traighted by Mr. 
Abraham Tacobs an Engliſh Faftor , reſiding there , and laden with ſalt for Riex de levers , in Brewll, from wence he was to 
return again to Lesbox withſugar , Hides , Tobacco and wood ; being all of them free goods of the growth of that Country ; 
and notwithſtanding there was a Provifionall Treaty of Marine agreed between the French King and the States Generall , ia 
the Month of June 1657. Art. 3. (v4iz,) thata tree Ship ſhould tree all the Goods laden within her, though they belonged to the 
Enemies of Each other ; Provided they were not contraband , nor bound to any place beſieged & blocked up : Yet this Ship 
was ſcized at ſea by 4 Zealand private men of warr , and ſent to Flushing , and the whole Lading confiſcated. But Monſr. 
de Thou the French Ambaſſador then at the Hague , complaining thereot to the States Generall , declared that the King his 
Maſter would give repriſalls againſt them , if they repaired it not , whereupon the Ship and all the Goods, properly belonging, 
tothe Captain and Marriners , were reſtored , and his — paid, but all the beſt of the whole Lading, whercof a great part 
belonged to the Engliſh Merchants , and Factors , remained confiſcated without fatisfaQtion. 


5. In like manner the ſaid Zealanders viz Capt. Philip Ras Touſiein le ſage, Matthew Q yaerts and Albert Tanſes , Capers in 
company againſt Portugal ſcized the Golden Sun St. Malo, Experience , and the Golden Falcon of London , in the year 1660. all 
Laden with ſugars, from Braxtll, bound tor Lishon (upon account of Engliſh Merchants & FaRtors reſident in London and Lis- 
bor , viz Abrahem Iacobs, Robert Carr, Thomas Boſtock, William Þeche, Robert Parker , Roger Bradbill , Chriſtopher Trenchard , 
William Nottle and 1williem Truſtell) where they were obliged to pay the King his Cuſtoms, brought them into Zealand, where 
the Ships and Goods were confiſcated. Even as the Ship called 4wn and Margeret, belonging wo Mr. George Torriano, Mr.Richard 
Wellcomb , and Mr. Nicholas Werren laden with Pees ax and Hydes &c, wastaken by Iacob Igcobſen Commander of the Ship 
calledtheGelderland and confiſcated againſt all Juſtice andCommon right,to theDammage of the Engliſh 50000 pound ſterling 
ard upwards. Inſelencies and Robberies beyond all Examples of other Nations. | 


6. Inthe Monethof Auguſt, in the Year 1672. there was ladenin an Engliſh built Ship called the Flying Here of London * 
whereof Captain Thomas Plake was Maſter , Severall fats of copper Kettles , hogsheads of ſpice and packs of Linnen Cloath 
tothe value of 4000 pounds ſterling and upwards bound for London from Amſterdam upon account of Mr. _ Mangyes , 
M-. Peter Harringhook , Mr, Temes Brown , Mr. Hovener, Mr, Toſeph Hill , Mr. Thamas Meyden and others all Engliſhmen born, 
who ſhipt the ſaid goods by the conſent and permiſſion ot the Lords of the Admiralty in Amſterdam, and paid Cuſtome for the 
fame. Yet the Loxdsof the Admira]ry of Frieslnd ſeized the ſaid Ship in their Harbour in her paſſage tothe Sea and confiſcat-

7. Inthe Year 1674. A peace being concluded on the g. of February , between the King of great Britaign and the States 
Cenerell , It was agreed that all Aats of Hoſtility ſhould ceaſe ar the Expiration of 12. days after the Publication (which was 
the 6. ofMarchfollowiog from the Neſs in Norwey , to the Soundings of the English Channell weltward , and from thence to 
Tangierin ſix wecks.

T he CAncient State of Venice, that conquered three K ngaoms 
in their flourishing time of trade Was firſt leſsned by Lisbon : A, fterwards Br ugis and 
Antwerp were the chief May 4&ms for goods and Merchandizes of all forts, untill Holland 
blockt up thoſe Flemmigh ports from the Englich Navigationby Sluys and Lillo. Tet this Beau- 
rifull Lady Will not be forced, 5he is as ſubject to change as the yarious habits & diſpoſitions of

Now to leave the Allegory , & come to the ſubſtance , there is a fair opportu- 
nity toleſien the Hollanders by keeping down Amſterdam with ariſing blow, 1t is moſt cer- 
zain that England cen ſubſaft of it ſelf better then any other Kingdom whatſoever : CAndif 
the Ambition , Avarice and Envic of other Nations had not prompted Englishmen to defend 
themſelvs by force of CArms and N avall power , the lofty trees might have remained ſtill « 
Ornaments in the Groves and fields, and the Earth had not been ſo often ript open for Lead & 
Iron to pierce the bowells of poor Mortalls. 
But ſince the Laws of Nature teach all mes 10 preſirve themſelys , and by proviſion topre- 
vent any others that might invade their intereſts and properties, I have made bold to hint 
ſome things in theſe following Advertiſments concerning the better improvement of Navi: 
gationand English Manufatures,that may be very uſefull towards che more Honourable ſup- 
port of the Crown and Government , the increaſe of the publique weal , and the diminution 
of thoſe Powers that have been both your Enemies already , andare likely to be ſo again upon 
any occaſion they can find for ad vantages tobreak with the Crown of England. There 5 an 
old By-word in Spain , when they would afrightenor quiet their infants, Beware-Drake* «nd 
in France for that purpoſe they ſay,Beware-Talbot; but the Hollanders dread nothing more 
then an union of the three Eſtates of England in Compliance with the King , which God 
grant may continue for the accomplichment of thoſe As , which will Eternize the Glory

From 
Scotland and lreland great quantities of Salt , Salmon and Yerings are tranſpozted with diverſe JM anufac: 
tures, and other ſtaple goods of thoſe Countries unto Rotterdam and Camp-Veer : Although the Chief conſumptiong 
fo thoſe goods are in Flanders, Brabant , and the reſt of the Spaniſh Nctherlanes and confines of Germany, 
conſidering the ſeverall tolls upon them in paſſing thzough the States territories , beſide cuſtomes , inwards, out; 
wards, andalſo into the Spaniſh pozts afterwards, and allother petty charges , 10 per centis loſt out of the pyinc 
pall at the firſt which might be all ſaved if the goods went directly to Brugis oz /4.ntwerp , under aregulation and 
findready money at the jYarket pzice foz their lading. 


Whereas now the goods being left in the hands of Hollanders foz fail, 6 per cent is preſently allowed foz money 
advance to bup Dutch flight Ships , ropes, and J- Flar , Spice and O2ugs þ#c. foz returns; that injconclu- 
fion when accounts are made up yn » which thepooz Sotch and 1riſh are obliged to make unto the 
ſame po2ts (o2loſe theireffects left there) ſo OPADSLLY and other defalcations; that upon the matter, 
with all their {U2erchandiſe and Commerce they do but toil and wozk onely foz the Hollanders. 


England ought tobe the JBagazin foz Scotland and Ireland , in regard the Crown of England defends them both 
at Sea, andcan furnigh them both with all fozraign goods much cheaper then thep ghall fetch them from Holland; 
where manp times they are frozen up 3 024 moneths in the pear , _ ſpent all their monep thep got in the 
ſommer with their thin-ſided Ships of Sardam whoſe tender Kibbs are often bzoken with the Ace m rhe Southem 
Sea. Che Scotch habing liberty to ſail in fozraign-built Ships will never build any good Deſſels at home oz ſet 
their own people at wozkupon any materialls that are uſefull foz Navigation. Che lriſh are as bad, and have the ſame 
qualities in deſtroping the Engliſh Navigation by naturalizing Dutch Ships. As to my knowledge, a JNagiſtrate 
of Limbrick being at Fluſhing in the pear 167 5. gave 13, pasports under his hand and ſeal of his office to ſeverall Zealan- 
ders foz their Ships to paſs free as Deſſels belonging to that lriſh Port. But ag foz the Scotch , thep are ſo dertroug 
in that art , that ſeverall hundzed pasports been given out at Rotterdam and Campheer in one pear with blanks 
fo? the names ofthe JNaſters. A French Pzi in the ſpace of one moneth met with ſeven and twenty Ships 
bound to France and Flanders all from Kercady a Pozt in Scotland ; although z parts of the Seamen were Dutchmen, 
pet a Scotch Maſter hiredfrom Rotterdam colours both Ship and goods. Wherefore if there be not acts ofPactiament 
made in Scotland and Ircland as well ag inEngland foz the better regulation concerning theirNavigations where all their 
Ships and Pynaces ought to be regiſtredin every Pozt, and all Seamen and Fighermen from the age of ten pears to 
ſeaventp , dulp entred with ſevere penalties and punighments upon all perſons that Fhould tranggreſs againſt thoſt 
rules ando2dizances there pzeſcribed, then Forraigners will ſtill plough with Engliſh, Scotch and Iriſh heifers. 


Now to thegreat $hameof ſuch Engliſhmen be it ſpoken who at home and abroad have uſed all their endeavours 
poſſible to ſpoil the Engliſh Navigation: Amongſt manp hundzed examples, A will demonſtrat one, wherebp the Header 
may take his meaſures concerning the reſt , and ſee how Engliſh men that ghould have taken oppoztunity of the 
times to inrich themſelvs and their own Countrep, have given the advantage to Strangers. J am unwilling tous
